The Alumni Scholarship was established in June, 1920, when the Senior class, which had an unusually successful 
financial year, decided to turn $250 over to the trustees of the Saginaw High School Alumni Association toward a 
permanent gift scholarship. Profits made from football games, plays, and the yearbook were subsequently added to 
the fund. In April, 1935, by court action, the United Advisory Scholarship Commission came into permanent posses- 


sion of the fund, with instructions to make awards exclusively to graduates of the East Side high school. 


Winners of the Alumni Scholarship are selected upon the recommendation of the Saginaw High School faculty 
and the United Advisory Scholarship commission. Qualifications are based on character, scholastic standing, participa- 
tion and achievement in various recognized school activities, quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of 


future public spirit, sense of service, and other elements which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen. 


Scholarships are awarded only as funds are available. Some years none are given; whereas two or three may ђе 
wwarded in other years. Norma Pinkerton, Sally Lane, and Joyce Nichols were recipients of Alumni Scholarships last 
ear.
